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French Rapacity. 
From the Trenton Federalist. 
Extract of a letter from Capt. Robert Colfax, jan. 
of the ship Octavia, from Charleston, bound to 
London, to his father in New: Jersey, dated Lon- 
don, July 26th, 1808. 


*¢ We were Captured the 27ch of Janwary last, 
off Dover, at 11 o'clock at night, and ar 2 o’clock 
next morning were lauded at Calais prison, where 
we remaaned a number of days before we were.re- 
leased; the ship and cargo are detained under the 
Imperial decrees; we were kept five months,on 
prisoners allowance, and not acent to help our 
selves wich, having been robbed by yp privateer’s 
men of all our money, clothes, and in fact every 
thing they could lay their rapacious hands on. I 
made every possible exertion for rehef for myself 
and people, bur allinvain. Myself, however, with 
a number more ship masters, with difficulty made 
a journey to Paris, where we represented our sitwa- 
tion to our minister Mr. Armstrong; he informed 
me it was a government of fare! therefore, he could 
mot interfere at present, as all such cases did oot 
come ender a government claim. 1 took that for 
a definitive answer and seturned to Calais with the 
rest of my unfortunate companions, where we:re- 
mained confined to small quarters tor fve months, 
at the end of which, we marched through France 
and Flanders, into Holland, many without shoes to 
their feet, and other ways in a very distressed situ- 
ation. Unfortunately for me I bad not a shoe to 
my feet for more than two months until we arri- 
ved at a place called Ghent, in the interior of Fian- 
ders, there we were supplied with French soldiers 
shoes; this was a comfortable thing to us, haying 
marched many miles barefooted. We arrived, af- 
ter an intolerable tedious journey at Amsterdam, 
where we remained until we were put on board A- 
merican vessels permitted to sail by the Duteh go- 
vernment. In one of them I obtained a passage 
to the Downs, from whence I took up my line of 
march on foot to London, in the greatest distress, 
with a small “handkerchief which contained all 
the treasure I had,” and not a penny jn my pock- 
et, which I never knew the want of before. On 
my arrival I found friends and money—since which 
lam very comfortable. Onareview of the sub- 
ject I think my fortune rather hard, when I left 
home I took with me upwards ef four thousand 
dollars in cash and produce, of all which IJ have 
been Interally robbed, kept five months confined on 
prisoners allowance, marched several hundred 
miles barefoo“.d throngh an unfriendly country, 
and seemingly to augment our suffering. by the or- 
ders of a government who pretend to be our friends. 

I must isnpose on myself a temporary exile, 
frora my home and friends, until the government 
of my own country. shail see fit to raise the embar- 
g0, which obliges me with thousands of my unfor- 
tunate countrymen to seek bread in foreign service ; 
Icould give you a considerable historical account 
of politics of the diferent countries in whith I 
have been, but suppose you will learn them through 
the different channels by which toreiga informa- 
tion reaches America.” 

From the Evening Post, 

Captain Palmer, of this port (one of my 
informants) sailed from the Canaries in the 
ship Mercury, bound to Hamburgh ; in the 
Bay of Biscay, was boarded by a British 
letter gf marquc, treated politely, and per- 








mitted to proceed. But on the 27th of Jan- 
vary last, he was captured by a French pri- 
vateer, and carried into Dieppe, on the pre- 
sumption that he was bound to London.— 
After the crew had been examined in order 
to procure evidence of this fact, and it was 
found that none of them would ‘swear to it, 
since they all knew the destination of the 
vessel to be Hamburgh, three of them, 
namely, Adam Wise, the second mate, 
Isaac Robinson, both Americans, and Hen- 
ry Fatjotham, a German, were seized and 
put into a dungeon, and there they were 
kept for three days and three nights, and 
supplied with nothing but bread and water 
all that time, in order to compel them by 
this species of torture, to perjure them- 
selves, and swear what was wanted of them 
While in this confinement, they were 
offered not only their liberty, if they would 
swear, but one third of the ship and cargo. 
They however had the virtue to endure the 
punishment, to resist the temptation, and 
despise every threat. At length they were 
set at liberty —Captain Palmer was, how- 
ever, detained from January te August, 
whea his vessel was condemned on another 
ground, viz: that she had been visited by a 
British letter of marque ; this, it seems 
being a ground of condemnation that was 
not resorted to till latterly : but since it has 
been taken, condemnations have been go- 
ing on incessantly, up to the time that he 
salied from Havre, (Scpt. 12.) A fact of 
no small moment is to be added to this nar- 
rative ; whichis, that during all the time 
capt. Palmer remained at Dieppe, waiting 
the fate of his ship, though he made re- 
peated applications to our ambassador gen. 
Armstrong, by letter, that gentleman nev- 
er once gave himself the trouble to answer 
him ; and when he at length went up to see 
him, he had no other satisfaction than to be 
told coldly, the general could not interfere, 
the ship must be condemned under the Mi- 
lan Decree. +Under this decree she was 
condemned accordingly, and captain Palm- 
er was gladto make his escape and get 
home; where the only consolation he has, 
and the only indemnity for being plunder- 
ed by a foreign piratical government, is to 
be able to tell his sad tale, and lament that 
he is an American citizen. 

Along with captain Palmer came captain 
Caleb Hopkins,of Portsmouth, New-Hamp- 
shire (my other informant) who sailed from 
this port for Cherbourg, in the ship Victo- 
ry, of Portsmouth, and having been cap- 
tured and sent into England, but net. de- 
tained, proceeded to his original destina- 
tion, where he arrived, landed and ware- 





housed his cargo some days bf re the Milan’ 
Decree had been acted upon except ‘in the 
case of the Borizon.—Neverghcless the. 


vessel and cargo were seized uncer the same 
decree and held for trial.—Captain Hop- 
kins then applied to the American Ambas- 











sador at Paris by letters from Cherbourg, 
and most earnestly besought him to inter- 
ferc, or at least to send hima passport, 
to come to Paris to attempt to recover his 
ship. 

Armstrong after preserving a perfect si 
lence for many months, at length on the 
16th of July last, deigned to write him by 
his secretary, in which he told him it would 
be useless to come te Paris; and he had 
the cruelty to attempt to play ou a sarcasta 
on his wretched countryman, by saying in 
his letter, which now lies. before me, “ I 
would advise you. that Paris is. not on the 
rout to L.’Orient, the only pert in France 
from which you can sail for America.” 

After his vessel was condemned, he walk- 
ed all the er from Cherbourg to Paris, 
more than three hundred miles, to. see 
Armstrong personally, and get a passport 
home. Armstrong asked him if he had any 
money to fay for this passport? The poor 
man answered no, he was not the owner of 
a farthing ; Armstrong then turned to his. 
secretary, and cut the business short by 
tellipg, him to grant the man a passport, 


whenever he-preduced 12francs to pay. 


the fees.—Captain Hopkins then went into 
the street, and begged the moriey of an A- 
merican whom he met, with which he went 
back and boughta License to return to his 
native country pennyless and ruined. And 
now, Captain Hopkins found himself strip- 
ped of every thing, and nearly reduced to 
the last desperate resource of great num- 
bers of hiscountrymen, that of engaging 
on board a French privateer, to save him- 
self from starving; but accident assisted 
him, and he got'a conveyance back jn the 
Flope. These facts I take from himself : 
to-morrow he sets out for his cheerless 
home. 

If Captain Smith, of Philadelphia, who 
formerly sailed im the employ of John Jy- 
bel, commonly known by the name of 4/- 
gerine Smith, (from having been captured 
and imprisoned five years by the Algerines) 
has any friends living, wife or children, I 
am prepared to give them some account 
of his fate —This Captain Smith last sail- 
ed in his own brig, the Hope, and was cap- 
tured about two and twenty months ago ; 
his brig was run ashore, all his papers lost 
or destroyed, and the monsters who took 
him made a formal refrort that he was an 
Englishman. Being deprived of his eyi- 
dence to shew that he was « citizen of the 
United States, he was hurried off to the 
living grave of Americans at Arras, where 
he Rus remained ever since. I am author- 
ised to state, that several Americans who 
knew Captain Smith, have been to Arm- 
stron¢ an’ informed him that they knew 


him, that he was an American and belong- 


ed to Philadelphia ; but Armstrong only an- 
swered, let him send home for regular 
papers, and declined to give any gssistance. 
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The last case I have to’ mention is that 
of Captain Waterman, of this port. 
tain Waterman left London oa his home- 
ward bound voyage, and was captured by a 
l'rench privateer in the Bay of Biscay. 
The privateersman called bim up in the 
night tose his vessel in a blaze in hopes he 
mig.ut be provoked to utter some intempe- 
rate expression agvinst the French govern- 
ment, buthe wason his guard. Having 
burnt lis vesscl amd destroycd ull his pa- 
pers; they made a report that he was an 
Englishman. It was in vain that he deni- 
ed it, and for want of papers which had 
been taken from him, appealed to some 
of his‘crew for evidence. He and all his 
crew'were immediately ordered to the in- 
fernal prison at Arras. As they passed by 
Paris, several American Captzins went out 
to see them, some of whom particularly a 
captain Nichcls, of Portsmouth, .N. H. re- 
cognized Captain Waterman as an old ac- 
quaimtanee, and went directly end made 
application to out Ambassador for his relief. 
‘The application however, was in vain, Arm- 
strong declined any interference, and Cap- 
tain Waterinan and all his crew were lin- 
mersed in the prison, where they are at this 
moment pining in hopeless captivity.

ally toyaded, and open the way for a renewal of 
‘that commercial in‘ercourse, which it was alledg- 
ed,on aii sides, bad been reiuctantiy obstrucied. 
- avs each of those governments hud pledged itsrea- 
dliness to concur im sencuucmng a measme, Which 
reached its adversiry torough the incomestible 
rights of neutrals only, and, as the measure had 
‘been assumed by each as a retasiation tor an assert- 
od acquiescence ia the aggressions of the other, it 
Was reasonably expecred that the occasion would 
have been seized by but, for evincing the sinceri- 
ty of their professums, and for restoring to the 
United States its iegitimare fixcdom. The 
iMstructions to our miiuisters, with respect to the 
diflerent belligercrts, were necessarily modified 
with a reference to their different circums.ances, 
and to the condition annexed by law to the execu.

from France no answer has been received, nor any 
indication that the requisite change in her decrees 
isconternplated. The favorable reception of the 
proposition to Great-Britain was the less to be 
doubted, as her orders of council had not only been 
teférréd for their vindita:ion, to an acquieScente 
on the part of the United States, no longer to be 
pretended. Bur, as the arrangem¢nt proposed, 
whilst it resisted the illegal decrees of France, in- 
volved, moreover, substantially the precise advan- 
tages professediy aimed at by the British orders, 
"The arrangement has, nevertheless, Been rejecied. 

This candid and liberal experiment having thus 
failed, and no o:her even: having occurred on which 
a suspension of the embargo by the executive was 
authorized, it mecestari!y remais in the extent .o- 
riginally given toit. We have the satisfaction, 


however, to reflect, that in return for the priva- - 


tions imposed by the measure, and which our fel- 
low-citizens in general have borne with patriot- 
ism, it has had the imporiant effects of saving cur 
mariners, and our vast mercantile property, as well 
as of affdérding time for prosecuiing the defensive 
and provisional measures called for by the occasion. 
It has den onstrated to Foreign nations the firmness 
which govern our councils, and to ourciizens the 
necessity of uniting in support of the laws aid the 
rights of their country; and has thus long trustra- 
tedthose usurpations and spoliations which, if re- 
sisted, involved war; if submitted to, sacriljiced a 
vital principle of our national independence. 
Under a continuance of the belligerent measures, 
which in defiance of laws which consecrate the 
rights of neutrais, overspread the ocean with dan- 
ger, it will rest with the wisdom of congress te de- 
cide on the course best adapted to such a state of 
things ; and bringing with them, as they do, from 
every part of the union, the sentiments of our ¢on- 
‘stituents; my confidence is strengthefied that in 


forming this decision, they'will, with an unerring | 


regard to the essential rights and interests of the 
nation, weigh and compare the painful alternatives 
out of which a choice is to be made. 
I do justice to the virtues which en other occasions 
have marked the character of our fellow-citizens, 
if 1 did not cherish an equal confidence that the al- 
ternative chosen, whatever it may be, will be main- 
tained with all the fortitude and patriotism which 
thé crisis ought to inspire. | 

The documents containing the correspondences 
on the subject of the foreign edicts againse our. com- 
merce, with the imstructicns given to our ministers 
at London and Paris, are now laid before you. 

The communications made to congress at their 
last session, explained the postute in which the 
close of the discussions relating to the attack by a 
British ship of war on the frigate Chesapeake, left 
a subject on which the nation had manifested so 
honorable a sensibility. Every view of what had 
passed authorized a belief that immediate steps 
wold be taken by the British government for re- 
dressing a wrong, which, the mote it was investi- 
gated, 4 ye the more clearly to require what 
had not been provided for in the special mission. 
It is found that no sieps have been taken for the 
Furpose. On the contrary, it will be seen, in the 
documents lzid before you, that the madnvissible 
preliminary which obstructs the adjustment, is still 
adhered to; and moreover that it is ncw brought 
iv.to connexion with the distinct and irrelative cise 
of the orders in ceuncil. . The ins ructions which 
had been given to our ministers at London, with a 
vew to facilivate, if necessary, the separation 
claimed by the United States, are included in the 
Cocumen’s communicated. 

Our relations with the other powers of 
have undergone no material changes since your 
last session, the important negociations with Spain, 
which had been alternately suspended and resumed, 
necessarily experience a jause, under the extraor- 
dinary and interesting crisis which distinguishes 
her internal situation. 

With the B.rbary powers we continue in harmo- 
ny, with the exception of an unjustifiable proceed- 
ing of the dey of Algiers towards our consul to 
that ney. Is character art: circumstances are

' In-consequence of the appropriations of the last 
session of congress for the security of our sea port 
towns and harbors, such works of defence haye 
been erected as seemed to be called for by the situ- 
ation of the several places, their relative impor: 
tance, and thé scale of expeuce indicated by. the 
amount of the appropriation. These works will 
chiefly be finished in the course of the present sea- 
son, except at New-York and New-Orleans, where 
most was to be done; andalthough a great propor- 
tion of the last appropriation has been expended on 
the former place, vet some further views will be 
submitted to congress for rendering its security en- 
tirely adequate against naval enterprize. A vitw 
vf what has been done at several-places, and of 
what is proposed to be done, shall be communica- 

as Seon as the several reportsare received. 

, “Of the gun, boats authorised by the act of De- 
cember last, it has been thought necessary to build 
only one hundred and three in the present year; 
these, with those before possessed, are sufhcient 
for the harbors and waters most exposed, and the 
residue wiil require little time for their consttuction, 
when it shall be deemed necessary. : 

Under the act of the last session, for raising an 
additional military force, so many officers were im- 


 Mhediately appointéd as were necessary for carry- 


ing on the business of recruiting; and in propor- 
tion as it advanced others have. been added. We 
have reason to believe their success has been. satis- 
factory, although such re:urns have not yet been 
received, as enable me to present you a statement 
of the numbers engaged. 

I have not thought it necessary, in the course cf 
the last session, to call for any gereral detachments 
of militia, or of volunteers under the laws passed 
tor that purpose; for the ensuing season, howev- 
er, they will be required to be in readiness, should 
their service be wanted. Some smail and special 
detachments have been necessary to main:ain the 
laws of the embargo, on that portion of our nor- 
thern frontier, which offered peculiar faci 1 ies for 
evasion—but thése were rep!aced as soon as itcould 
be done, by bodies of new recruits+—By the aid of 
these, and of the armed vessels called into service 
in other quarters, the spirit ot disobedience ard 3- 
buse, which manifested itself early, and with ven- 
sible effect while we were unprepared to meet It 
has been considerably repressed. 


Considering the extraordinary character 
of the times in which we live, our attention 
should unremittingly be fixed on the safety 
of our country ; fora people who are free, 
and who mean to remain so, a well organized 
and armed miiivia is their best security—t 
is therefore incumbent on us at every mice- 
ting, to revise thre condition of the mili.1% 
and to ask ourselves if it is prepared to re- 
pela powerful cnemy at every paint of our 
territories exposed to invasion {. Some of 
the states have paid a lauduble attention to 
this object, but every degree of neglect 3s 
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to be found among others. Congress alone 
having the power to produce an: uniform 
state of preparation in this great organ of 
defence, the interests which they so deeply 
feel in their own and their country’s secu- 
rity, will present titis as among the most 
important objects of their deliberation. 


Under the acts of March 11, and April 
23, respecting arms, the difficulty of. pro- 
curing them from abroad during the pres- 
eit situation and dispositions of Europe, in- 
duced us to direct our whole efforts to the 
means of internal supply ; the public facto- 
ries have therefore been enlarged, addition- 
al machineries erected, and in proportion 
as artificers can bé found or formed, their 
effect, already more than doubled, may be 
encreased so as to keep pace with the year- 
ly increase of the militia. The annual 
sums appropriated by the latter act, have 
been directed to the encouragement of pri- 
vate factories of arms; and contracts have 
been entered into with individual underta- 
kers, to nearly the amount of the first year’s 
appropriation. su 

‘The suspension of our foreign commerte 
produced by the injustice of the belligerent 
powers, and the consequent losses and sac- 
rifices of our citizens, are subjects of just 
concern. The situation into which we 
have thus been forced, has impelled us to 
apply a portion of our industry and capital 
to internal manufactures.and improvements. 
The extent of this conversion is daily in- 
creasing, and little doubt remains that the 
establishments formed and forming, will, 
under the auspices of cheaper materials 
and subsistence, the freedom of labor from 


taxation with us, and of protecting duties : 


and prohibitions, become permanent. The 
commerce with the Indians too, within our 
own boundarics, is likely to receive abun- 
dant aliment from the same internal source, 
and will secure to them peace and the prog- 
_ress of civilization, undisturbed by practices 
hostile toboth.:). 

The accout’s of the receipts and expen- 
ditures during the year ending on the 30th 
day of September Jast, being not yet made 
up, a correct statement will hereafter be 
transgnitted from the treasury. In the 
mean time, it is ascertained, that the re- 
ceipts have amounted to near ciehteen mil- 
lions of dollars, which. with the eizht mil- 
lions and an half.in the treasury at the be- 
ginning of the year, have enabled us, -af- 
ter mecting the current demands and inter- 
est Incurred, to pay two millions three 
hundred theusand. dollars of the principal 


of our funded debt, and Jeft usin the trea- - 


sury on that day, near fourteen millions of 
collars ; of these, five millions three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, will be ne- 
cessary to pay what will be due on the Ist 
day of Jan. next, which will complete the 
rehybursement of the civht per cent. stock; 
these payments, with those made in the 
six ycars anda half preceding, will have 
extinguished thirty-three millions, fire 
hundred and eighty thousand dollars of the 
principal of the funded debt, beine the 
whole which could he paid or purchased 
Within the limits of the law end of our con- 
tracts; andthe amount of principal «hus 
discharged, will have liberated the revenue 
from about two millions of dollars of inter- 
est, and added that sum annually to the dis- 
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posable surplus—the probable accumulation 
of the surplusses of revenue, beyond what 
can be applied to the payment of the pub- 
lic debt, whenever the freedom and safety 
of our commerce shall be restored, merits 
the consideration of Congress. Shall it be 
unproductive in the public vaults ? shall the 
revenue be reduced? or shall it not rather 
be appropriated to the improvements of 
roads, canals, rivers, education, and other 
great foundations of prosperity and union, 
under the powers which Congres may al- 
ready possess, or such amendment of the 
constitution as may be approved by the 
States ? while uncertain of the course of 
things, the time. may be advantageously 
employed in obtaining the powers necessa- 
ry fora system of improvement, should 
that be thought best. 

Availing myself of this, the last occa- 
sion which will occur, of addressing tlie 
two houses of ‘legislature at their meeting, 
I cannot omit the expression of my sincere 
gratitude, for the repeated proofs of confi- 
dence manifested to me, by themselves and 
their predecessors, since my call to the ad- 
ministration, and the many indulgencies 
experienced at their hands; the same 
grateful acknowledgments are due to my 
fellow citizens generally, whose support 
has been my great encouragement under 
all embarrassments. In the transaction of 
their business, I cannot have escaped error 
it is incident to our imperfect nature ; 
but I may say, with truth, my errors have 
been of the understanding, not of inten- 
tion ; amd that the advancement of their 
rights and interests, has-becn the constant 
motive for every measure. On these con- 
siderations, I solicit their indulgence— 
looking forward: With anxiety to their future 
destines, I trust, that in their steady char- 
acter, unshaken by difficulties, in their 
love of liberty, obedience to law, and sup-

guarantee of the permanence of our repub-

American Prisoners in France.—The fre- 
quent occasion we have to recerd the cru- 
ejty and abuse received by the citizens of 
the United States from the European bel- 
ligerents, argues*either a portentous weak- 
hess in our own government, or a settled 
disposition in its rulersto see the spirit of 
the American nation so broken aud hum- 
bled, thai it shall be ready like the petty 
states of Liivope, to barter iis independ- 
ence for an ignominous slavery, It is de- 
monstrable. from the facts detailed in our 
poper of this day, that Bonaparic considers 
the name of. American /iberty, as a sounding 
nothing; and that he belicvés us ready wo 
wear hischains without a struggle. 5uch in- 
deed has been the partial and puevile conduct 
of our government, that we confess it to be 
no matter of wonder, that Bonaparte should 
draw an *mferetice so disgraceful to the re- 
public of the VU.

On Monday last, a fool hardy fellow 
named Moore, a slater by trade, undertook 
for the trifling wager of a gallon of porter, 
to ascend to the ball on the spire of St. Pat- 
rick’s Steeple, which a late thunder storm 
hud thrown from its perpendicular direc- 
tion. After passing to the upper scaffold- 
ing, which did not approach to twelve feet 
of the terrific point of his destination, he 
clambered up by his hands and knees, and 
placed himself astride on the apex of the 
spire that had been thrown into a horizon- 











tal position. In this tremendous state of 
peril he had cqntinued but afew seconds, 
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when to the horror of the astonished spec 
tators, the whole gave away, and with the 
ball, and about one ton of the fractured stone 
work, the unfortunate man was precipitated 
in a moment from the height of 200 feet; 
his weight carried him through three of 
the stages, when his clothes became entan- 
gled, and exhibited him suspended between 
earth and heaven—Merciful Providence, 
however, enabled him to seize some of the 
scaffolding, and he succeeded in regainin 
a safe footing. He came down thro’ the 
church, and was carried off by the crowd to

“Permit me to send you the followin 
facts for insertion, which will tend to show 
in what manner some of the natives of this 
country are disposed to view the abolition 
of the slave trade. 

“Since the abolition of the slave trade 
was made known in the neighborhood of 
Goree, a quarrel took place between the 
king of Damel and the Maraboos; after 
several skirmishes the Maraboos drove 
them back and carried away with them 506 
to 1000 head of cattle, saying, that as there 
was no sale for slaves, they would not take 
their people, but that as cattle could be turn- 
ed to advantage, they would take them. 

“{ had some conversation witha man 
who took an active part against the king of 
‘Damel ; he assured me that the natives in 
their neighbourhood had no intention of 
tating any more prisoners as they would 
not sell; that the idea that those who 
might unavoidably be taken, would be put 


«to death, was quite erroneous. 


“ Mamapoo Saant,a powerful and intel- 
ligent chief on the river Gambia, told me 
that he regretted the abolition as being the 
means of depriving him of some consider- 
able emolument, but that he believed, gen- 
erally speaking, it would be of great ser- 
vice to the country. One very strong reas 
‘son he gave was, that the want of confi- 
dence in each other, occasioned by the fear 
of kidnapping or otherwise making slaves, 
obliged the natives tobe constantly armed, 
and every man to suspect his brother; but 
that since’ the abolition, they had already 
begun to lay aside their guns when they 
went out; and he had no doubt, but Ina 
short time, they would clear away the woods 
from about their towns that were then built; 
and that, in building new ones, they would 
have them in more exposed situations, and 
that he himself had altered his mind as to 
the place he had chosen to build a town on 
the banks of the river and cut down all the 
woods near him ; and that he intended, as 


he knew many other natives dic, to attend | 


as much as possible to the cultivation of 
. cotton which grows there in great abuu- 
dance.”
